The important advance and a firm feeling 
in the wheat market abroad has effected but 
a slight improvement heie. The reason as­ 
signed by shippers is the scarcity of tonnage 
available to carry off the svrplus of the coast. 
Enough wheat is said to be stored in ware­ 
houses at Albany and Corvallis to load all 
vessels likely to arrive wuthin the next four 
months. As the amount at these two plaors 
is only a small part of the surplus in this 
State and Washington Territory, the retard­ 
ing influence of the scarcity of tonnage can 
easily he appreciated. There is no difficulty 
in filling up the vessels at hand, the amount 
in store here being more than sufficient for 
the purpose. The market is firm at 81 471. 
There is a good deal of confidence among 
holders, aud as shippers are short of vessels 
transactions are not large in the aggregate. 
Flour, which has also advanced in other 
markets, is firm hire, with a moderate ship­ 
ping and good local trade.

FINANCES. 


The report of the T reasurer of the 
U n ited States shows th a t th e general con­ 
dition ot th e national finances is satisfac­ 
tory, b u t th at the questions which have been 
held in abayance by th e tim idity of politi­ 
cians during th e past sum m er w ill have to 
be taken up and dealt w ith now. 
An 
abstract of the forthcom ing report of the 
Secretary of th e T reasury indicates, sup­ 
posing it to be trustw orthy, th a t Mr. Sher­ 
man Í3 preparing to call the attention of 
Congress to these questions strongly. 
The 
problem s which will dem and prom pt legis­ 
lative action are, th e refunding of th a t 
p a rt of the public debt which m atures next 
year, and th e silver question. 
Tho u lti­ 
m ate disposition of the U nited S tates notes 
is indeed a m atter which ought long since 
to have been settled, b u t public opinion 
has th u s far been in so im m ature a con­ 
dition w ith regard to it th a t it has not 
been practicable to raise the necessary sup­ 
p o rt for m easures of sound finance.

constitute a convenient uml apparently aafo 
currency has obscured the fact th a t their 
statu s is illegitim ate, and th a t th eir con­ 
tinued circulation involves a danger to the 
country which may at any tim e become 
im m inent.

An unofficial and therefore u ntrustw or­ 
th y account of the new treaty w ith China 
sa: j to have been negotiated by the Com­ 
m ission appointed by President Hayes, has 
been received. 
I t intim ates th a t the Com­ 
m issioners w as so barren of resources a 3 
to take th at singular measure know n as the 
“ fifteen passenger bill ” as a basis for its 
negotiations. 
T he so-called fifteen pas­ 
senger bill was a capricious attem p t to 
deal in an arb itrary w ay w ith the question 
of Chinese im m igration. 
W hy the num ­ 
ber fifteen should have been selected for 
th is purpose it is difficult to understand. 
A t th e 
beat it was a sort of 
A lex­ 
andrian 
m ethod 
of 
solving the 
Gor- 
dian 
knot, 
and 
beiüg, 
as 
m ust 
be presum ed, a 
hasty device, 
it 
was 
never regarded by those who had studied 
th e 
situation as adequate or definitive. 
It certainly appears sliauge th a t a special 
Commission, sent w ith much pomp and 
cerem ony to Pekin, should have been un­ 
able to advance a single step beyond this 
fifteen passenger law. 
Did the Commis­ 
sioners possibly regard th a t bill as em ­ 
bodying the very flower and quintessence 
of hum an wisdom, or did Chinese diplo­ 
m acy drive them into a corner ? 
I t w ould 
seem th a t if th e fifteen passenger law was 
th e best th a t could be devised, it m ight 
have been 
proposed to th e Pekin Gov­ 
ernm ent 
w ithout 
sending 
a 
special 
Commission 
there 
to 
dem onstrate th e 
poverty 
of 
Am erican 
statesm anship. 
W hen 
th a t 
law 
was 
introduced 
to Congress it was pointed out th a t it 
could not possibly produce th e effects an­ 
ticipated from it. 
If the argum ents then 
adduced against th a t m easure were sound, 
w e fail to see w hat satisfaction the alleged 
new treaty can give. 
Of course we m ust 
bear in m ind th e possibility th a t th e pro­ 
visions of the new trea ty have not been 
m ade public w ith accuracy and fullness, 
an d therefore we refrain from expressing 
ourselves as we should if th e official copy 
of the instrum ent were before us. 
All th at 
can safely or properly be said on the 
stren g th of th e statem ents th u 3 far given 
to the public is th a t th e Commission ap- 
j ars to have facilitated its negotiations in 
a m anner som ew hat new to diplom acy. 
W e had expected, from the know n talen t 
of th e Commissioners, a broad, profound 
an d com prehensive Bcheme of international 
relations, which, while keeping theavcnues 
of commerce 
duly opeu, 
w ould have 
guaianteed protection to w hite labor iu 
th e U nited State?. 
I t seems to us th a t 
th is was th e desire and purpose of the 
nation in appointing the Commission. 
B ut 
unless the fragm entary accounts of the 
Commission very much m isrepresent the 
facts, som ethingquite different from this has 
been achieved. 
The fifteen passenger act 
has, in fact, been m etamorphosed into a 
treaty , and we arc gravely assured th at this 
astonishing consum m ation is m atter for 
congratulation, and th a t through it the 
Chinese question is a t length “ settled .” 
W e shall reserve further comment on the 
subject until the actual text of the treaty 
is in our hands, and u n til we know what 
difficulties, if any, the Commission had to 
encounter. 
W e may however remark, as 
possibly significant, that np to the present 
m om ent the only people who appear to 
approve the alleged new treaty w ith any 
approach tohearticcss arc the Chinese them-

a recom m endation very pow erfully. 
A 
tim e 
has apparently 
been reached, 
in 
fact, w hen a still fu rth er reduction of 
th e rate of in terest paid by th e Gov­ 
ernm ent 
m ay 
be 
made, 
and 
w hen 
U nited S tates securities may be p u t upon 
th e same level as th e English Consols. 
The im portant saving of interest to be 
secured by th e proposed issue of a long­ 
term bond constitutes its justification, and 
it may safely be assumed th a t inasm uch 
as the rate of iuterest is not likely to fall 
below three per cent in th e future, the 
length the bonds run cannot affect the 
public interest. 
A long bond, m oreover, 
is a necessity when th e interest is so low, 
since men will not invest in such securities 
unless th e range of th e investm ent as to 
tim e can be regarded as a set-off to the 
sm allness of its earnings. 
I t is needless 
to point out th a t such a bond once issued 
w ould act as an entering wedge for the 
refunding of tho whole debt at a sim ilarly 
low rate of interest, and th a t an operatiun 
of th a t m agnitude would prove incalcula­ 
bly beneficial to the country. 


THE RULING PASSION STRONG IN DEATH. 


The maneuver by which the Indiana 
Dem ocrats cut down General Garfield’s 
plurality in that State appears to indicate 
th at no matter how near death the Democ­ 
racy may be it finds reformation impos­ 
sible. 
Even with the tremendous lesson 
of the late election present before its eyes, 
it turns as fondly as ever to base tricks 
and dirty dodges, and though the perpetra­ 
tion of a fraud, actual or constructive, 
cannot help it, it nevertheless prefers the 
crooked path to the straight one. 
The 
device by which the vote of the Eighth In­ 
diana D istrict was thrown out is such as 
no respectable politician would entertain, 
but it was evidently enapped at greedily 
b y the Indiana Democrats, who could not 
resist the opportunity to swindle voters 
o u t of the franchise. 
There was nothing 
to be gained by it, and something, in repu­ 
tation, to be lo s t ; but the ruling passion 
w as too strong to be overcome, and so the 
Indiana Democracy yielded to the tempta­ 


tion, and did a discreditable act purely for 


th e love of dirty work. 


W e come next to the silver question, the 
im portance of w hich is increasing every 
m onth w ith th e grow th of th e great hoard 
of silver coin and bullion in th e T reasury 
vaults.

I t could be conveyed into th e wage fund 
of the country, and w orked off upon the 
laboring classes. 
T h at is w here such 
m oney is sure to find its way eventually, 
and if it should become generally circu­ 
lated it w ould unquestionably produce a 
rise in prices. 
The 
operation of an 
inferior currency under such conditions 
is no secret. 
If the T reasury goes on coin­ 
ing silver and selling gold a tim e m ust 
come w hen th e silver will tak e th e place of 
the gold, and when it will no longer be pos­ 
sible to keep th e gold in circulation. 
This 
is not conjectural, bu t certain, and should 
it occur nothing can be surer th an th e 
degradation of the national currency to the 
silver standard, and the re-establishm ent 
of the prem ium on gold. 
Ho greater 
calam ity could befall the country than 
this. 
I t 
w ould 
in 
a 
few 
weeks 
sw eep enormous sum s of 
national sav­ 
ings 
ou t 
of 
existence. 
I t 
would 
c u t 
dow n 
the 
purchasing 
pow er 
of 
th e people’s earnings ten, fifteen or tw enty 
per cent. 
I t w ould necessitate the raising 
of ail prices. 
I t w ould destroy th e bal­ 
ance of our exchange w ith Europe. 
I t 
w ould reduce th e U nited S tates to the 
financial level of C hina and India. 
To 
suppose th a t the people would bo willing 
to subm it to so suicidal and pernicious a 
policy is clearly out of th e question. 
The 
u tte r fu tility of th e silver hill has now 
been com pletely dem onstrated 
by tw o 
years of 
experim ent. 
The Itepublican 
p arty w ill henceforth be held responsible 
for the conduct of th e national finances, 
and it cannot afford to tem porize w ith this 
question. 
T he d u ty of th e hour is plain. 
T he silver bill ought to be repealed w ith ­ 
o u t fu rth er loss of tim e. 
If specie pay­ 
ments are to be maintained, th e repeal of 
that bill is indispensable, and we tru st 
that Mr. Sherman will urge this course 
with all the weight of his authority and 
experience. 
He indeed cannot afford to 
go out of office with an uncertain record 
on this question, and his reputation as a 
financier depends upon the emphasis of 
his resistance to any further dallying with 
the silver fantasy.

The Postmaster-Gcneral's Itcport. 
W ashington, November 23d.—The annual 
report of the Postmaster-General presents a 
large amount of statistical information con­ 
cernios the operations cf the Department, 
which has already been published in abstracts 
of the reports of his subordinate officers. A t­ 
tention is invited to the statem ent of Assist­ 
ant Postm aster General Brady respecting the 
star service transportation and Last year’s 
deficiency as “ worthy of careful considera­ 
tion.” To have restricted the postal service to 
the meager appropriation for 1S70 would have 
rendered it entirely inadequate to the wants 
of the people. 
He has carefully reviewed the 
estimates of General Brady for the next 
fiscal year’s mail transpoi tation in all its 
branches, and approves all as being in ac­ 
cordance with the probable requirements of 
the service. 
An appropriation is_ recom­ 
mended for the continuance of special mail 
facilities on railroads, suchas extra trains with 
mails only, and the acceleration of regular 
trains carrying mails, etc., which the people 
have eDjoyed for several years past. 
The Postmaster-General continues : 
I t is 
not doubted th at regular and frequent mail 
steamship communication 
with 
Mexican, 
Central American, South 
Am erican and 
tran-i-Pacific ports would prove im portant 
auxiliaries to American commerce, and I also 
think it would be a wise measure of public 
policy to encourage, b y ' appropriate legisla­ 
tion, the establishment, by our own re­ 
sources, of American lines oi steamers to 
such of said ports as will, in the judgm ent of 
Congress, promote our commercial interests. 
I think it would be a wise measure to so 
amend the general law on the subject as to 
authorize the payment, by the Postmaster- 
General, of a just and reasonable compensa­ 
tion, within a prescribed maximum lim it aud 
commensurate with the importance of the 
services performed, to such lines of American 
steamers as may be employed under contract 
with this D epartm ent in transporting mails 
of the U nited States to Mexican, Central 
American, South American and trans-Paeific 
ports. 
The money order system continues to 
grow in popular favor. The Superintendent of 
the money-order syBtem suggests a plan for a 
reduction of fees which seems entirely feasi­ 
ble, and which is commended to the atten­ 
tion of Congress. 
H is plan is to reduce the 
fee for money orders not exceeding §5_ to five 
cents ; to extend the maximum lim it of an 
order from $50 to $100,' so th at the increased 
commissions received for large orders may 
offset the loss resulting from the reduced fees 
for small orders. 
Tho foreign money-order 
business and letter-carrier system is in a 
highly satisfactory condition. 
H e thinks 
dutiable goods coming through the mails from 
abroad should be more numerous instead of 
more restricted, and should embrace all mail 
m atter. 
H e strongly commends the plan 
of establishing a postal savings system 
like 
th a t of 
G reat 
Britain 
and Can­ 
ada, 
where 
it 
is 
successful 
and 
a 
source of actual 
profit to 
the country. 
I t would be oven more advantageous here. 
I t would require but little more work aud be 
a great boon to the people. 
He had, while 
abroad, examined the postal telegraph sys­ 
tem. ;It has been perfected, extended and 
cheapened largely since taken from private 
hands, and yields a profit to the royal treas­ 
ury. 
Is it cot time to question whether this 
system should not be taken from private 
corporations, whose managers seek only per­ 
sonal gain, and not the convenience of ti e pub­ 
lic? 
He unhesitatingly indorses K ey’s war 
on lotteries, and recommends decisive legisla­ 
tion against them, so far as the use of the 
mails is concerned, in accordance with the Su­ 
preme Court decisions. H e abo urges legisla- 
tien to deprive of benefits of the mails those 
newspapers which publish lottery advertise­ 
ments.

BREAKING PRISON. 


An Attempt of Prisoners to Escape from 
Folsom State Prison—One Man Killed. 


A n attem pt to break from the Folsom State 
P jison and escape was made by some of the 
prisoners at th at institution on Monday even­ 
ing, which resulted in several shots being 
fired' by the guards, and one prisoner, P. 
Gibson, alias Scotty, killed. 
Coroner Ver- 
m ilya wa3 notified of the death, and pro­ 
ceeded to Folsom yesterday morning and 
held an inquest, at which the facts concern­ 
ing the affair were given as follow s: B. 
Chambers, Captain of the Guard and Yard, 
testified th at on Monday he was informed by 
a number of persons th at there was going to 
be a break of the prisoners at about flag time, 
which is 4 o'clock in the afternoon. 
He as­ 
certained that the prisoners were all within 
the prison, and then concluded th at if there 
was any trouble it would be from an attem pt to 
break through. 
He therefore remained in­ 
side of the prison and kept vigilant watch. 
A bout the time the prisoners were going 
down to supper, about 5 o’clock, he heard a 
noise in the loft over the cells, and immedi­ 
ately sent a “ trusty ” named Henderson up 
to ascertain the cause. 
Upon reaching the 
top of the ladder, he called back th at some of 
the prisoners were trying to break through 
the roof. Captain Chambers then ran through 
the gates and notified the guards, and told 
them to watch the roof. 
H e then ran into 
the armory and obtained revolvers for him­ 
self and three ethers, and they went together 
to a point where they could have a plain view 
of the portion of the roof where the prison­ 
ers were attem pting to break out. 
While 
they were doing so, the guards began to fire 
from their posts, north and east of the building. 
Chambers and his men in passing around the 
building, came upon a prisoner by the name 
of E d. Luptou, who had escaped, and seeing 
he was surrounded by them, he threw up his 
hands and surrendered. 
Captain Chambers 
and others then went up into the loft where 
the prisoners had broken through, and there 
found Gibson, lying dead, with a builet-hole 
in his light cheek. 
E . W. áawtelle, one of the guard, testified 
th at when the break was attem pted he first 
heard a noise in the 
direction 
of the 
roof 
of 
the 
prison, 
and 
which 
was 
about 
140 
yards from 
his 
post. 
He 
next 
saw 
the slats 
fly 
off 
from 
the 
ea-t side of the skylight on the east end 
of the roof, and a man go out through, but 
he.did not fire, as lie was not satisfied what 
it meant. 
Im mediately afterwards another 
m an started to go out at the same place, and 
shots were fired aud he disappeared within. 
This is the one who was found dead inside. 
I t is not known who killed him, as five or six 
of the guards fired, in all, from two to four 
shots each. 
This ended all effort on the part 
of the prisoners to escape, and the above are 
all the facts developed at the inquest. 
The 
deceased was found by the jury to lie Peter 
Gibson, a native of Scotland, aged 35 years, 
and th at his death was caused by a gunshot 
wound in the right side of the head, said shot 
having been fired by one of the guards in the 
discharge of his duty. 
He was under sen­ 
tence for a term of ten years for having killed 
a prisoner in San Quentin named Austin 
X. Smith, while confined there.
